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circumstances in which other associations escaped liability. With 
the enactment of the trade disputes bill the British law has finally 
evolved to the point where trade unions are placed upon the same 
footing as other associations in regard to civil as well as criminal 
liability. 

Workmen's Compensation. In December, 1906, the British par- 
liament passed an act to amend and consolidate the law of workmen's 
compensation. The act extends the benfits of the law to over six 
million persons not included under the provisions of preceding acts.
